APPLICANT'S RECORD UNDER § 713.04 OF INTERVIEW WITH EXAMINER 

In addition to the interview summary submitted with the response dated January 30, 
2009, Applicant provides the present supplemental interview summary to address 
inaccuracies in Examiner's summary mailed on February 03, 2009. 

Applicant does not concur with the substance of the Examiner's summary of the 
interview, and in particular disputes the Examiner's statement that Applicant "admits that 
Pruter (614) discloses a slidably coupled latch." Examiner's statement stems from confusion 
which occurred during the interview regarding whether Pruter (6,296,614), or Pruter 
(7,087,024) was being discussed. Applicant notes that this clarification was made during the 
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interview. Pruter (614) clearly does not disclose a slidably coupled latch. Applicant did 
state that the Pruter (024) does appear to have a component which slides. 2

This point is set forth in detail within Applicant's February 03, 2009 response. 
2 However, Applicant notes that Pruter (024) does not teach a slidably coupled latch, at least because the sliding 
component does not latch. Further, Pruter (024) fails to teach other limitations of the present claims at least 
because of the reasons which were set forth in Applicant's October 18, 2007 response. Examiner appeared to 
agree with Examiner's October 18, 2007 response as evidenced by the withdrawal of the rejection. 
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
